"The  craze  for  dime  necklaces  has  broken  out  and  promises  to  be  a 
greater  scourge  than  were  the  dreadful  button— strings  of  ten  years 
ago.  The  dime  necklace  is  built  by  levying  a  tribute  upon  one’s 
friends.  A  young  lady  concludes  to  possess  one.  She  asks  every 
soul  that  she  can  call  a  friend  to  contribute  a  dime  with  his  or 
her  monogram  engraved  upon  it.  After  she  collects  25  or  30 
monogrammed  dimes  she  has  a  jeweler  string  them  together***  it 
costs  50  to  75  cents  to  have  each  dime  polished  ‘and  engraved." 

CYNDI  WENDT  won  a  "Best  of  Show  Trophy"  in  September,  the  first  time 
she  exhibited  her  Love  Tokens.  Not  bad  for  our  youngest  member!

One  is  engraved  "E.L." ,  the  other  "J.R."  He  also  has  a  copper  bust 
dime  dated  1833.  The  reverse  has  an  elaborate  border  with  initials 
"A.J.L."  with  a  ruby  -  not  a  chip  -  but  a  real  one,  implanted  above  the 
initials .

RE FORT  OF  NORTHEAST  REGIONAL  MEETING 
by  Paul  Carter  ~ 


Apr.  21,  1974 


Regional  meeting,  nine  in  attendance.  Members  present:  Mrs.  Jan 
Macoraber,  Mrs.  Edward  Kaplan,  Paul  White  and  myself.  Mrs.  Kaplan  was 
the  hostess.  Her  home  is  ideally  situated.  There  are  seven  members 
within  a  fifty  mile  radius  of  Needham,  where  her  home  is  situated.  The 
members  in  this  area  who  were  present  have  decided  to  hold  these  meetings 
at  least  twice  a  year.  The  next  one  scheduled  probably  for  September. 

This  first  meeting  was  an  informal  occasion  as  it  should  be.  All 
the  members  brought  their  collections  along;  about  550-600  specimens 
were  displayed  with  some  Oh's!!  and  Ah's""  as  some  particular  piece 
that  pleased  the  viewers'  fancy  appeared.  Paul  White  displayed  51 
pieces  that  are  due  in  his  next  auction  list  which  all  the  members  will 
receive  a  copy  of.  Here's  your  chance,  members,  to  place  your  bids. 

Paul  has  an  ability  to  accurately  describe  his  merchandise.  Some  of  the 
outstanding  pieces  were  -  Mrs.  Kaplan's  flat  stock  bracelet,  bracelet 
engraved,  tokens  suspended  from  links  from  the  center  of  the  band,  the 
tokens  are  monogrammed  on  one  side  and  the  opposite  sides  are  engraved 
with  scenes.  The  scenes  being  each  and  every  one  an  outstanding  piece 
of  artistry.  Jan  Macombers'  Butcher  token  with  a  roast  beef,  link 
sausage,  leg  of  lamb,  plus  her  anaglyphic  large  cent  with  the  oil  lamp 
with  Tiffany  type  shade  and  pebbled  field  were  outstanding.  Paul  White's 
0.C0  gold  piece  and  enameled  Elk  with  B.P.O.E.  and  monogram  brought 
other  exclamations  of  delight.  Paul  Carter's  multiple  jewelry  was 
appreciated.  All  the  ladies  were  wearing  some  of  their  Love  Token 
jewelry,  bracelets,  barpins,  ear  rings  and  pendants. 

After  the  showing  of  collections  and  general  gab-fest,  Paul  Carter 
gave  a  talk  on  Love  Tokens  touching  on  their  history,  various  types  of 
Love  Tokens  and  their  association  to  the  word  "love"  as  it  is  used  in 
the  English  language,  stressing  the  method  the  Greeks  used  in  breaking 
"love"  down  into  its  various  depths  and  this  association  to  engraved 
coins.  Borne  common  misconceptions  held  generally  about  Love  Tokens. 
Methods  of  detecting  modern  assembly  of  old  Love  Tokens  into  multiple 
jewelry.  After  the  talk  seven  brooches  were  passed  around  with  an  in¬ 
vitation  to  examine  for  originals  versus  repaired  or  new  hooks,  pins, 
hinges.  The  engraving  was  next  examined  with  some  appropriate  clues 
given  and  discovered  by  the  audience  that  one  engraver  had  done  three 
of  the  pieces,  another  engraver  had  done  two,  the  other  two  had  been 
done  by  separate  engravers,  also  that  two  of  the  pieces  had  originally 
been  double  holed  -  the  holes  filled  with  silver  solder.  After  the 
meeting  Mrs.  Kaplan  served  refreshments.  The  meeting  broke  up  at 
11:00.  What  say  you  other  members?  Try  a  regional  meeting  of  your 
own,  you  will  find  it  fun.  The  membership  list  is  out,  who  is  near 
you?  The  Northeast  will  keep  you  informed  about  our  next  meeting  - 
hope  to  see  you  there.  Thanks  again,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Kaplan!

1974: 

"Although  Mother's  Day  isn't  exactly  related  to  numismatics,  the 
members  of  the  token  and  medal  (exonumia)  branch  of  the  hobby  are 
never  at  a  loss  to  find  some  items  that  can  be  related  to  any 
occasion.  The  obvious  tie-in  for  today's  occasion  would  be  love 
tokens.  Traditionally  a  love  token  is  a  coin  with  one  side  ground 
flat  and  inscribed  with  a  tender  message  or  the  name  of  a  loved  one, 
or  both,  or'  often  were  one  or  two  sets  of  initials  and  elaborate 
scrollwork.  This  practice  was  at  a  peak  of  popularity  in  the  latter 
part  of  the  19th  century.  Both  U.S.  and  foreign  coing were  commonly 
used.  The  enlarged  photograph  shows  a  love  token  for  someone's 
favorite  "Phyllis"  on  a  sixpence  of  Queen  Victoria.  The  collector 
who  really  keeps  his  eyes  open  however  will  sooner  or  later  come  up 
with  an  uncommon  item  that  will  make  him  the  envy  of  all  his  fellow 
love  token  collectors."
